He wanted to bring 
out not only the p hysical beauty of the stone, but also the 
sp iritual beauty of his subjects. 
Michelangelo's concep t of the masterp iece was revolu­ 
tionary in his time, for he made Mary younger than Jesus. 
As he told his friend Condivi 
. . so that the virginity and 
the eternal p urity of the Mother of God could be demon­ 
strated to the world." 
He had great conflict in reconciling this concep t with those 
of the church, for until then, Mary had always been p or­ 
trayed at her true age at the time of the crucifixion. During
